He spoke out at a pontifical mass, | 
gestulating with red-gloved hands) 
and with his voice roaring at times | 
through the cathedral amplifying | 
evstem. 

First Public Statement 

It was the archbishop’s firt public 
statement since a breakdown in 
church-state peace negotiations in | 
February. He has been advising his | 
clergy privately in circular letters | 
that they must disobey g@vernment | 
“official gazettes” and he has called 
some government figures “Judases” 
for cooperating in the program to 
restrict the church. 

“There are three factors in the 
true Catholic Church,” the arch- 
bishop said. “They are the faithful, 
the bishops and the holy head of | 


the Roman Catholic Church. With- 
out any of these factors there is no | 
Catholic Church.” 

He had advised the clergy previ- | 
ously that the Czechoslovak govern- | 
ment would attempt to set up a new | 
“Catholic” church and other “Cath- | 
olic” groups, not recognizing the | 
Roman Catholic Hierarchy. 

Warns Collaborators 

He also had warned communi- 
cants there would be automatic ex- | 
communication for any who “collab- 
crated” with the government. Later | 
he added to the list of excommuni- | 
cation offenses the writing of letters | 
to government bodies demanding | __ 
that the heirarchy renew peace ne-| 
gotiations with the state. The gZov-/ 
ernment press is filled with such 
letters in the new anti-Catholic. 
campaign. 

The archbishop has said there can 
he no new negotiations in the light 
of the communist congress state-|

Dismantling Stand 


Hamburg Germany, June 10 
British authorities today accused 
the Germans of completely mis- 
understanding or ignoring the real 
reasons for the “dismantling of, 
eleven Ruhr coal-into-oil plants. 

An official statement said the: 
German attitude showed a prefer-| 
ence “for the argument of alleged; 
British fears of German competi-| 
tion.” It gave these reasons why 
the British oppose reactivition of 
German synthetic oil plants: 

1. “The process can easily be put 
to wartime use and was in fact in- 
dispensible to Germany during the 
jast war, when she was cut off from 
outside sources of liquid fuel. 

Not Essential To Economy 

2. “Although it is true that cer-| 
tain by-products of this process can| 
be used for the production of soap, | 
edible fouds, etc., these products 
represent only a very small per- 
centage of the main product 
(liquid fuels processed from coal 
and coke) and are not essential to 
ihe presen* German economy. 

3. “The amount of coal _ re- 
quired for this purpose is quite 
out of proportion to the amount of 
main and by-products obtained, 
and it is therefore a most uneco- 
nomical proposition.”

We know how to strengthen 
our economy through the ex- 
pansion of production and pur- 
chasing power and the improve- 
ment of standards of living. We 
understand that constantly ris- 


real wages and &fair income for 
farmers are basic elements of 
our economic strength. 

To maintain these elements of 
prosperity, it is not sufficient to 
drift with the tide. We must 
take advantage of the new op- 
portunities, the increased de- 
mands which result from the 
natural growth of our popula- 
tion. We must develop our na- 
tural resources and restore those 


we have depleted or wasted. We 
must establish a fair distribu- 
tion of business opportunity; we 
must have a free labor move- 


bargaining table; we must pro- 
tect the purchasing power of 
Americans against the hazards 
and misfortunes of life. 

These steps are necessary if 
we are to continue strong and 
prosperous. That is why our do- 
mestic programs for the develop- 
ment of resources, for protec- 
tion against economic hazards, 
for the improvement of social 
conditions, are fundamental to 
our national effort for peace. 


Uust Aid Other Nations 


The second condition essential 
to peace is that other nations, 
as well as our own, must be 
strong and prosperous.

We have taken the lead in co- 
operating with other nations to 
restore a mutually beneficial sys- 
tem of world trade. No nation 
today can achieve prosperity in 
isolation. Only through partici- 
pation in the trade of the world 
can a country raise its own 
standards of living and contrib- 
ute to the welfare of other 
nations. 

For years before the war, world 
trade was crippled by high 
tariffs, import quotas, exchange 
manipulation and other artificial 
devices for security commercial 
advantage. These practices were 
a symptom of international an- 
archy. They resulted, ultimately, 
in idle ships, idle men and eco- 
nomic chaos. 


Correcting Evils’ 
We have come a long way to- 


‘ward correcting these evils. Since 


1934, we have worked out a mul- 
titude of agreements with other 
countries to reduce specific tariff 
barriers. In the general agree- 
ment on trade and tariffs of 1948, 
we struck a world-wide blow at 


'these obstacles to trade. 


But this work is not yet fin- 
ished. If we are to succeed it is 
Vital that the authority to nego- 
tiate reciprocal trade agreements 
be extended. We should then go 
on to establish a permanent in- 
ternational trade organization to 
‘apply standards of fair dealing 
in the commerce among nations.

Nevertheless, the European

| If we were to falter now and 
cut down our aid, the momen- 
tum of recovery would be de- 
‘stroyed. The people of these 
»countries would be thrown into 
“confusion and their advance 
_toward economic self-reliance 
would be blocked. A slash in the 
‘funds availabie for European re- 
covery at this time would be the 
-worst kind of false economy. It 
would cancel the hopes and the 
plans of the Western European 
nations. It would be a greats 
gain for communism. I am con- 
fident we shall not make this 
mistake. 
Our concern with the eco- 


~ nomic health of the world also 
extends to its under-developed 


/regions. The prospects for peace 
/ will be immeasurably brighter if 
can offer a future.of hope 
jand a better life to the people 
‘of these regions. In these areas 


there are millions who for cen- | 


‘turies have known nothing but 
exploitation and poverty, whose 


economic life is still primitive. | 


Not a Relief Program 


I have offered a program for | 


bringing these people the bene- 
fits of our modern civilization. 
It is not a program of relief. 
While it is intended ultimately 
to bring about a great move- 
ment of capital through the 


channels of private investment 


for the devlopment of these 
poverty-stricken regions, it is 
not a program of imperialism. 
| The develanment of these areas 


offers enormous potential bene- 
_ fits to a growing world economy. 


We have bo lay the

tions for this program with 
care. I expect shortly to send to 
the Congress recommendations 
for initial legislation. This will 
be but the first step of many 
that we shall take over the years 
to come, in this co-operative 
effort to better the living stand- 
ards and to unlock the human 
skills and the natural resources 
of the under-developed Parts of 
the globe. 

The third condition essential 
for peace is an international 
structure capable of suppressing 
international violence. However 
well conceived our economic 
programs may be, they cannot 
succeed unless there is some 
assurance against the outbreak 
of aggression. Neither our own 
prosperity nor the _ prosperity 
of other nations can survive 
unless we can protect the opera- 
tions of economic life from the 
threat of war. 

Such protection depends on 
two factors. First, there must be 
constant efforts by all nations 
to adjust their differences peace- 
fully. Second, there must be an 
agreement among nations to 
employ overwhelming force 
against armed aggression. 


U. N. Valuable Instrument 


The United Nations is a valu- 
able instrument for accomplish- 
ing these ends. It has already 
achieved the peaceful settlement 
of difficult issues. It has stopped 
hostilities in the Near East and 
in Indonesia. It has done a great 
deal to explore and find solu- 
tions for many of the economic 
and social problems which af- 
flict the world. 

Much remains to be done, 
however, to carry out the prin- 
ciples of the United Nations. 
Within the terms of the-United 
Nations charter, we and certain 
other countries have undertaken 
to provide greater assurance 
against the danger of armed 
conflict. That is the purpose of 
the North Atlantic treaty. The 
idea behind this treaty—the as- 
sociation of democratic nations 
for mutual defense—is well un- 
derstood in this country. 


Perhaps’ we do not under- 
stand, however, the importance 
of this pact in the eyes of the 
other democratic nations which 
are parties to it. They have been 
greatly weakened by the war. 
They have been haunted by the 
fear of again becoming the 
scene of conflict. By assuring 
them of our support the pact 
goes a long way to dispel their 
| fears.

‘Minute Radar Used 


A minute radar transmitter sends | 
out impulse. They strike the sur- 
face of a target and a fraction of 
the impulses bounce back to a 
receiver. The returning radar im- 
pulse actuates a trigger and fires 
the explosive charge as the rocket 
makes its closest approach to the 
target. Thus a destructive hit could 
be scored even without actual im- 
pact of a missile against a bomber. 
All of this business of beating 
'down strategic bombers with robot 
rockets is highly satisfying to 
those charged with defense of the 
United States.

The 
Austrian people will acclaim this 
progress and they in turn should 
be commended for their attituce 
of patient understanding through- 
out the protracted negotiations. 

The Austrian Government has 


' been currently consulted during 


the negotiations in Paris, and the 
agreement reached preserves in- 


| tact the vital interests of Austria. 


Says Treaty Is in Sight 


It can be said that the goal so 
important for Austria and her 
people is at last is sight. The 
United States Government whole- 


The American delegation went 
to Paris with the serious inten- 
tion of developing a constructive 
program which would meet the 
requirements for all of Germany 
and would safeguard the inter- 
ests of all four powers in insuring 
that Germany would achieve its 
reconstruction along peaceful and 
democratic lines. 

At the same time, the Western 
powers were determined not to 
compromise the democratic prin- 
ciples and the conditions which 
must be established throughout 
Germany before an economically 
sound and workable solution can 
be found for German unity. They 
were equally determined not to 
jeopardize the basic freedoms as 
they now exist in Western Ger- 
many merely to obtain a nominal 
political unity. In these objec- 
tives they knew they had the sup- 
port of the freely*elected repre- 
sentatives of the majority of the 
German people. 

The Soviet Union, on the other 
hand, sought a return to Pots- 
dam and its system, which the 
Russians had rendered unwork- 


' able by their misuse of the un- 


limited veto. They refused to rec- 
ognize the important progress 
which has been made in Western 
Germany since 1945. 

In these circumstances. real 
progress for the unification of 
Germany and its people was im- 
possible. The most that could be 
achieved was a working arrange- 
ment designed to mitigate the ab- 
normal situation of a still divided 
Germany. 

This arrangement is no more 
nor iess than what it professes 
to be—a means of dealing with 
what actually exists. It reaffirms 
the lifting of the Berlin blockade 
and contains the recognition by 
the occupation authorities of their 
obligation to insure the move- 
ment of persons and goods be- 
tween the Eastern and Western 
zones and between Berlin and the 
zones. 

In an effort to mitigate the eco- 
nomic consequences of the exist- 


ferent zones and the zones and 
sectors of Berlin in a manner ad- 
vantageous to the Germans of the 
respective areas. 


Dual Currency Will Remain 


To this end we are also prepared 
to call upon the expert assistance 
of the Germans in the Western 
zones and sectors, Since it proved 
impossible tg establish a unified 
administration for Germany or 
even for Berlin, the present dual 
currency system must remain for 
the time being. 

We are hopeful that such con- 
Sultations and efforts may be 
fruitful. We shall endeavor to 
make them so, 

Finally, our working arrange- 
ment calls for an exchange of 
views in the fall. Thus the door 
is left open to future efforts for 
a solution of the German prob- 
lem and the achievement of peace 
in Europe. 

The Secretary of State has in- 
formed me of the close coopera- 
tion and understanding which 
characterized the relations of the 
three Western powers throughout 
the conference. I take much sat- 
isfaction in this. It is a demon- 
stration of the progress made pos- 
sible by the identity of ideals and 
values which are the common 
heritage of the peoples of the At- 
lantic community. 

I am convinced that the results 
of the Paris meeting of the Coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers reveal 
the correctness of the policies 
this Government has been follow- 
ing in our foreign affairs. 

The results again underline the 
necessity of pursuing these poli- 
cies with calmness and determi- 
nation, as the only sure road to 
the establishment of conditions in 
the world where peace and free- 
dom can live and endure. 

I am confident that the Amer- 
ican people see this as clearly as 
I do and that there will be no 
slackening of our efforts to 
achieve the great task which his- 
tory has placed upon our country.
